Annan: "Clear signs of progress" in Kenya

reforms Kofi Annan said on Tuesday.

He cited the publication of a new draft constitute, moves pushing a crucial land reform 
as we,, as willingness to reform the police and cooperate with the International Criminal 
Court in its efforts to bring the perpetrators of post-electoral strife to Justice.
